SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1 * Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal, 

The  Sewage  Disposal  plant  at  Nov/  Hun3ta  nton  has  operated  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 

The  sewerage  of  Hunstanton  North  remains  unsatisfactory  but  plans  for 
re-sewering  and  the  ejection  of  sewage  into  the  New  Hunstanton  Works 
are  proceeding, 

2,  Kouge  Refuse, 

ft  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  in  operation.  During  the 
summer  months  collections  at  large  hotels  and  catering  establishments 
are  carried  out  twice  weekly  or  more  frequently  if  necessary. 

The  means  of  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  Controlled  Tipping,  For  this 
purpose  land  on  the  South  Beach  is  utilised  during  the  winter  months 
and  the  Heacham  Quarry  during  the  summer  months.  The  tips  receive 
frequent  application  of  Tip  Dressing  to  obviate  nuisance  from  insects  and 
the  rodent  operator  carries  out  regular  bi-annual  clearances. 

3.  Water  Supply. 

This  was  the  first  full  year's  pumping  with  the  electric  pumps  and 
apart  from  minor  breakdown  and  compulsory  cuts  in  electric  current  the 
pumps  operated  satisfactorily* 

During  the  year  4 samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  analysis  showed  that  during  periods  of  heavy  rain  some 
surface  water  was  gaining  access  to  the  spring,  but  also  showed  that 
chlorination  was  being  carried  out  efficiently. 

With  the  exception  of  29  houses  in  Hunsta  nton  North  all  houses  have 
direct  mains  supply  of  water.  These  29  houses  have  mains  supply  from 
communal  taps, 

SECTION  D.  Housing. 

The  total  number  of  families  housed  in  Requisitioned  Properties  qt 
the  end  of  the  year  was  45. 
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The  small  estate  of  5 Bungalows  for  Aged  Persons  in  Park  Road,  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  the  bungalows  were  occupied  in  October, 


1947, 


No  other  Council  Houses  were  in  course  of  erection  during  the  year 
but  plans  were  put  in  hand  for  the  acquisition  of  land  off  Hill  Street 
to  provide  eventually  for  an  estate  of  approximately  50  houses, 

A considerable  number  of  inspections  were  made  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  during  the  year  and  informal  notices  were  served  in  a number 
of  cases.
